The vision of another Kennedy in the White

Requirem ents Fo r The Presid en cy 


Because of the number of Republican gover­ 
nors elected or re-elected, there has been a 
tendency to look for potential presidential can­ 
didates among them 
This raises a question that has often been dis­ 
cussed hut never settled whether the hest presi­ 
dents of the United States have come from those 
holding federal office or occupying state or local 
posts 
There are manx good arguments in favor of 
selecting a governor to he a party1 nominee He 
has served as chief executive of a state govern­ 
ment. 
Bul the real problem is finding the man with 
the right kind of training for the particular is­ 
sues dominant when he lakes office Few gover­ 
nors, for example, have had much experience 
in dealing with international questions Yet to­ 
day these are of a critical nature 
In this century senators who have become 
presidential nominees were Warren Harding. 
Harry Truman. John F' Kennedy, Richard Nix­ 
on. Lyndon Johnson and Barry Goldwater 
Among the governors were William McKinley, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow1 Wilson, Charles 
Evans Hughes, Calvin Coolidge. James M Cox, 
Al Smith, Franklin D Roosevelt. Alf Landon. 
Thomas E. Dewey and Adlai Stevenson 
In nearly every case where a governor reach­ 
ed the White House, he had to spend much of 
hi* time iii the first '.ear or two acquiring an 
intimate knowledge of national and international 
affaire Rut there were instances in which some 
of the senators ton. were not familiar with the 
background of developments abroad 


THIS CORRESPONDENT wrote in 1960 that 
among the men being boomed for the presiden­ 
cy there were two who really had an intimate 
knowledge of the relations of Congress and the 
executive and knew more about the background 
of national affairs than the other potential nom 
inees 
These were \ ire President Richard Nixon and 
the then-majority leader of the senate Lyndon 
B Johnson 
There is no question that Sen Johnson—who 
won the vice-presidential nomination with the 
support of the speaker of the Mouse—had had 
an unusual training in Congress and that this 
has helped him in dealing with legislative mat­ 
ters since he became president 
A governor who has the responsibilities of a 
state office and vet wants to he nominated for 
the presidency must study national and inter­ 
national problems Unless he has the monev to 
build up a staff of his own. he is not likely1 
to he as well prepared as some rival with pri 
vate resources 
Friends and supporters of various candidates 
have been inclined lately to raise special funds 
to help them to learn more about what is going 
on in the international arena and to shape their 
speeches accordingly. 
Governors are handicapped, too. bv Ihe fact 
that generallv they are not too familiar with 
politics outside of their own states It requires a 
Int of time to line up support in other states 
They usually must hr at the mercy of political 
organizers, some of whom thev mav not know 
too well 
The senator or member of the House who 
achieves politn al nrominencc, on the other 
hanrf make: friends with the members of Don 
gress from other states Also. bHng In Washing 
ton he is likely to be frequently In contact with 
the national headquarters of his party. 


IN TRF! FINAL analvsis much depends noon 
the ability of Ihe winning candidate to learn 
quickly the background of the main issues, then 
to apply good judgment in making national md 
international policies 
Success in the presidency is. alter all, largely 
a matter of individual capacitv though in Great 
Britain. Canada and other countries no one nver 
wins the highest post unless he ha* been active 
in the parliamentary hodv itself 
Out of all potential candidates for the presi­ 
dential or vice presidential nominations next 
time. only ihiep men President Johnson. Aire 
President Humphrey and former Vice President 
Nixon have had an) leadership role in the leg 
islative branch of the federal government as 
well as experience iii the executive branch

ANSWER: The famous detective Sherlock Holmes was 
not a real person, but an imaginary character in the detective 
stories written by the English author Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
However. Doyle did model his story detective on a real per­ 
son. a teacher he had once had, James Bell of Edinburgh. 
Conan Dovle did not start his career as a writer, but as a doc­ 
tor. Finding some time on his hands he invented Sherlock 
Holmes, who first appeared in "A Study in Scarlet,” published 
in 1887. Doyle had been inspired by the first detective stories, 
written in America by Edgar Allen Poe in 1841, whose central 
character, C. August Dupin, used his analytical mind to solve 
mysteries. Doyle's creation, Sherlock Holmes, became enor­ 
mously popular. Dovle went on to write many books about 
the adventures of the brilliant Holmes and his faithful friend. 
Dr. Watson, whom Doyle based upon himself. Holmes reached 
his conclusions by clase observation of what might seem un­ 
important details.
